Mr. Hayner did not 
concede this iifrlit. but before the point 
was decided Mr. Itayner asked his lirst 
question as previously u;iven to the 
court. 
After reading the dispatch in

Looking For Spantih Fleet. 


Lieutenant Staunton 'after this re- 


lated the particulars of bis securing In- 
formation of the presence of Cervera's 
tleet at Santiago. He said that while 
the fleet, under Admiral Sampson, lay 
nt Key West on the morning of May 
20 he went ashore. While in the of- 
lice of Admiral Keniey he said that 
Captain Allen of the signal office had 
called him aMde and told him that ho 
had received information of the pres- 
ence of the Spanish fleet at Santiago, 
which he believed to, be correct. The 
information was to the effect that the 
fleet had entered the harbor on May 10. 
The information came from an em- 
ployee of the telegraph office at Hava- 
na, who coidd only send his informa- 
tion at G o'clock, when others were ab- 
sent from the office there. Captain Al- 
len had, the witness said, asked that 
great secrecy be observed for the pro- 
tection of the operator, only agreeing 
that the commander in chief and his 
staff should be informed. Later the 
witness had returned to Key West and 
received confirmatory information. 


He then stated that on the next morn- 


ing. 
May 21. the fleet proceeded to the 


blockade of Havana, Admiral Sampson 
being satisfied that the information 
concerning the presence of the fleet at 
Santiago was correct. The admiral ac- 
cordinely had called up the Hawk and 
forwarded his dispatches to Commo- 
dore Sehley. 


Captain Leinly—Toll the court fully 


from what source the information was 
received concerning the arrival of Cer- 
vera's fleet in Santiago. I would like 
you to identify the dispatch put into 
cipher at that time to which you re- 
fer. 


"The dispatch I refeired to as having 


been drawn up by Captain Chadwick 
in my presence is the dispatch known 
as the memorandum that accompanied 
dispatch No. S." 


.Mr. Itayner—The llnvvk carried No. 


8. Is that right V 


"The captain of the Hawk was called 


on board, and 1 remember liis instruc- 
tions were to proceed with all speed 
until lie met the Vesuvius and trans 
nut the dispatch to her, as she was a 
faster ve«sel.

"Then the confirmatory dispatch as 


I understand it was received some 
twentv-four hours before the Hawk 
left with this memorandum to Commo- 
dore Sc-hley. Is that riuhtV" 


"Yes. at Key West, and the Ilawk 


was sent from Havana." 


"Can you give me any subsequent 


dispatches or memoranda that passed 
between Admiral Sampson and Com 
modore Sehley in reference to the 
Spanish squadron being at Santiago?" 


"I do not think I can refer you to 


any after Admiral Sampson heard that 
the fleet of Commodore Sehley had not 
left Cicnfnegos. in other words, after 
he got a reply from the commander 
of the flying squadron he .sent the 
Wasp, 1 think, about May 20, to Cicn- 
fnegos with an additional dispatch, but 
she. of course, did not arrive there un- 
til Commodore Schlcy.had left for San- 
tiago, and I do not remember what 
those dispatches were." 


Tilt Between Connsel. 


.Tust before the court of inquiry ad- 


journed Judge Advocate Lemly made 
remarks about the conduct of Mr. Ray- 
ner, Admiral Schley's chief counsel 
which the latter resented. Mr. Rayner 
had attempted to introduce a state- 
ment prepared in regard to the speed 
of the vessels of the flying squadron 
and Captain Lemly objected, saying 
that some of the statements of Mr. 
Rayner were inaccurate. To this Mr. 
Uayner responded: 


"If counsel makes that statement 


outside the court it is false." 


Before the court adjourned an ex- 


planation was made on both sides 
which Admiral Dewey said \vas satis- 
factory.

"RIDING THE STANG." 


An Old Cnntom That Still Lives In 


tlie North of England. 


In some portions of the world the cus- 


toms of the "good old days" still obtain. 
The method pursued in the treatment of 
drunken husbands in the north of Eng- 
land is a survival from the time when 
there were no magistrates convenient be- 
fore whom the erring husband might be 
baled. 


This method is known as "riding the 


stang," and, though a very old practice, 
quite recently two cases of its being en- 
forced were brought before the public 
notice. 


The erring husbands were tied astride 


long poles and carried in this ridiculous 
and uncomfortable position through the 
streets of their town and followed by a 
jeering crowd of rnen, women and chil- 
dren, who did not hesitate to pelt them 
with refuse, according to the time hon- 
ored usage on these occasions. 


There are variations of the methods of 


"riding the stang," however, that men- 
tioned above being perhaps the severest 
form. 


In parts of Yorkshire and other north- 


ern counties, for instance, "riding the 
stang;" is practiced more as a vicarious 
punishment for any frailty on the part 
of man or wife than a direct und per- 
sonal punishment, as ia the cases in- 
stanced above. 


Needless to say, in the cases in which 


the ceremony is performed vicariously 
the person who rides the stang is not 
subjected to bodily ill treatment at the 
bands of those who perform it. 


It is usually some good natured friend 


who is selected for bestriding the stansr. 
He is carried through the streets in the 
dusk of the evening on the shoulders of 
two men, preceded by another carrying 
a Inntcrn. 


At every fifty yards or so the proces- 


sion makes a halt, during which the ac- 
commodating stang rider recites these 
verses: 


Good neighbors attend while I you harangue; 


'Tis neither for your sake nor for ray sake 


That I ride the Hans, 


But it is for the wife of John Smith 


That 1 ride the slang. 


In the fullness of time the procession 


finds itself outside the house of the guilty 
husband, where it disperses after a few 
choruses of hoots and jeers. 


The vocal discord, however, is seldom 


dec-mod sufficiently soul stirring, a sup- 
plementary pandemonium produced from 
pots, pan.s and kettles usually being em- 
ployed against the offender. • 


Mountain* Made of Skeleton*. 


Many of the most imposing mountain 


ranges of the globe are largely made up 
of limestones composed almost entirely 
of the hard parts of animals which once 
Hved in the sea, the most important <>(' 
these rock building forms being of a very 
small size. The solid earth is, in fact, 
a colossal graveyard, and many of its 
most imposing elevations are stupendous 
tombstones. 


The chalk making up the white cliffs 


tof'^hich England owes her name 
<>t' 


Albion (Latin, albus, white) is chiefly 
composed of microscopic shells closely re- 
sembling those now found at the bottom 
of the sea. Hills and mountain ranges 
largely, made of this chalk extend from 
"Brraiin and France round the shores <»f 
the Mediterranean and away into Asia, 
tbid are largely represented in orhor part,s 
of the world. Even more remarkable is 
the limestone of which the pyramids are 
built. 


This is chiefly made up of coin shaped 


shells (mummulites), partly responsible. 
no doubt, for eastern legends of magic 
money. The limestone containing them 
attains a thickness of several thousand 
feet and is the" material of which many 
mountain ranges are largely built. Be- 
ginning on the west, we have the Pyre- 
nees and Alps, followed by the Carpa- 
thians, Caucasus, mountains of Asia 
Minor, North Africa and Baluchistan 
and, lastly, the Suleiman mountains. 
Himalayas and ranges in China and 
Japan. 


QUEER HABITS OF THE MARTEN. 


A WORD TO HUSBANDS. 


He Ha* a Ravenous Appetite For 


llouey and His Ovrii Young. 


"The Iludson bay marten, the little fur 


bearer whose skin is ever popular and at 
times exceedingly valuable, is still plenti- 
ful in that region of fur bearers," said W. 
B. Salmon, ona time a trapper for the 
Hudson Bay company, "but I believe it 
would have been virtually extinct there 
long ago if it were not for a habit it Kit's 
of making periodical disappearances, for 
the mystery of which I never heard any 
satisfactory explanation. 


"These disappearances occur every ten 


years. Where the animals go to no one 
knows. No dead ones are ever found, and 
no one has yet discovered any evidence of 
their migration to any other region. A 
few martens, of course, remain on their 
old feeding grounds, but during the sea- 
sou of the disappearance of their fellows 
none of them will touch the bait in a 
trap, and consequently none is caught. 
The next year the martens are back 
again in their old haunts as numerous as 
ever and for ten years more submit to 
being caught. 


"The Hudson bay martens seem to be 


the only ones of the species that have 
this strange habit. The Lake Superior 
martens dou't waste any of their time in 
disappearing voluntarily, but are found at 
the old stand year in and year out, hous- 
ing themselves in hollow trees in the 
deepest woods and making life a perpet- 
ual burden to birds, squirrels, rabbits and 
other small gauio on which thoy prey. 


"The Lake Superior marten has one 


predilection of the palate, in which he re- 
sembles the bear. That is a passion for 
honey. He will line a wild boo to its 
home with the precision of the most ex- 
pert bee hunter, and the hidden sweets 
of that bee colony will have to be in a 
niosi inaccessible place if the marten 
doesn't soon revel in them. 


"Like the male mink, the male marten 


has an overpowering love not only for 
his own offspring, but for the offspring 
of 1m follow martens—such peculiar love, 
indeed, that if it wasn't for the instinct 
and shrewdness of the mother martens 
the race of martens would have been un- 
known long ago. The male marten is so 
fond of his young that ho will eat them 
up whenever he happens to find them. 
The mother, therefore, bears her young 
in some secret hiding place, and keeps 
them hidden until they are half grown 
and able to defy the cannibalistic love of 
their hire. The female mink exercises 
the pamo instinct with her progeny, for 
the father of them, as fond as he i< of 
trout nnd other fish, will leave his fishing 
any time to dine on his interesting little 
family."—New York Times.

The particular spot where long sepa- 


rated friends and ichitive* thus come to- 
gether iu em-nest embrace is ollidally 
known as the bureau of information, lo- 
cated near the western part of the build- 
ing wherein immigrants from the re- 
motest quarters of the globe are receiv- 
ed, examined and, if not found wanting, 
given into the fostering care o£ Miss Co- 
lumbia and her Uncle Sam.

The tuition, ^hicli is the 
best that the empire affords, is free, and 
tho Kmpress Frederick gave to it liber- 
ally of her own private means.

Fcvpr generally, physicians say, is a 


condition in which are present the phe- 
nomena of a rise of temperature, an ac- 
celerated circulation and marked tissno 
danger. As to the primary cause them 
are several theories. One is thrtt it is a 
disorder of the sympathetic nerve sys- 
tem or a derangement of the nerve cen- 
ters in the brain which govern the 
processes of heat production, circulation 
and other functions of the body. FOMT 
is generated by chemical changes, prin- 
cipally a process of oxidation or a burn- 
ing up of tho tissues of the body. A 
quickened circulation is the rule in all 
fevers, and this maintains a ratio of in- 
crease with the rise in temperaturo. 
every additional degree of heat being 
marked by an increase of eight or ten 
pulse beats a minute.—New York Post.

"RIDING THE STANG." 


-An Old Custom That Still Liven In 


the North of England. 


In some portions of the world the cus- 


toms of the "good old days" stilt obtain. 
The method pursued in tho treatment of 
drunken husbands in the north of Eng- 
land is a survival from the time when 
there were no magistrates convenient be- 
fore whom the erring husband might be 
haled. 


This method is known as "riding the 


stang," and, though a very old practice, 
quite recently two cases of its being en- 
forced were brought before the public 
notice. 


The erring husbands were tied astride 


long poles and carried in this ridiculous 
and uncomfortable position through the 
streets of their town and followed by a 
jeering crowd of uaon, women and chil- 
dren, who did not hesitate to pelt them 
with refuse, according to the time hon- 
ored usage on these occasions. 


There are variations of the methods of 


"riding the stang," however, that men- 
tioned above being perhaps the severest 
form. 


In parts of Yorkshire and other north- 


ern counties, for instance, "riding the 
staug" is practiced more as a vicarious 
punishment for any frailty on the part 
of man or wife than a direct and per- 
sonal punishment, as in the cases in- 
stanced above. 


Needless to say, in the cases in which 


the ceremony is performed vicariously 
the person who rides the stang is not 
subjected to bodily ill treatment at the 
bauds of those who perform it. 


It is usually some good natured friend 


who is selected for bestriding the stang. 
He is carried through the streets in the 
dusk of the evening on the shoulders of 
two men, preceded by another carrying 
. a lantern. 


At every fifty yards or so the proces- 


sion makes a halt, during which the ac- 
commodating stang rider recites these 
verses: 


Good neighbors attend while I you harangue; 


'Tis neither for your sake nor for my sake 


That I lide the ttanpr, 


But it is for the wife of John Smith 


That I ride the stang. 


In the fullness of time the procession 


finds itself outsido the house of the guilty 
husband, where it disperses after a few 
choruses of hoots and jeers. 


The vocal discord, however, is seldom 


deemed sufficiently soul stirring, a sup- 
plementary pandemonium produced from 
pots, pans and kettles usually being em- 
ployed against the offender. • 


QUEER HABITS OF THE 
MARTEN. 


He Hag a, Ravenous Appetite For 


Honey and Ul» Own Young. 


"The Hudson bay marten, the little fur 


bearer whose skin is ever popular and at 
times exceedingly valuable, is still plenti- 
ful in that region of fur bearers," said W. 
B. Salmon, ona time a trapper for the 
Hudson Bay company, "but I believe it 
would have been virtually extinct there 
long ago if it were not for a habit it i>i's 
of making periodical disappearances, for 
the mystery of which I never heard any 
(satisfactory explanation. 


"These disappearances occur every ten 


years. Where the animals go to no one 
knows. No dead ones are ever found, and 
no one has yet discovered nny evidence of, 
their migration to any other region. A 
few martens, of course, remain on their 
old feeding grounds, but during the sea- 
son of the disappearance of their fellows 
none of them will touch the bait in a 
trap, and consequently none is caught. 
The nest year the mar/tens are back 
again in their old haunts as numerous as 
ever and for ten years more submit to 
being caught. 


"The Hudson bay martens seem to be 


the only ones of the species that have 
this strange habit. 
The Lake Superior 


martens don't waste any of their time in 
disappearing voluntarily, but are found at 
the old stand year in nnd year out, hous- 
ing themselves in hollow trees in the 
deepest woods and making life a perpet- 
ual burden to birds, squirrels, rabbits and 
other small game on which they prry. 


"The Lake Superior marten has one 


predilection of tLc pnlate, in which he re- 
sembles the bear. That is a passion for 
honey. He will line a wild bee to its 
home with the precision of the most ex- 
pert bee hunter, and the hidden sweets 
of that bee colony will have to be in a 
most inaccessible place if the marten 
doesn't soon rovol in thorn. 


"Like the male mink, the male marten 


has an overpowering love not only for 
his own offspring, but for the offspring 
of his fellow martens—such peculiar love, 
indeed, that if it wasn't for the instinct 
and shrewdness of the mother martens 
the race of martens would have been un- 
known long ago. The male marten is so 
fond of his young that he will eat them 
up whenever he happens to find thorn. 
The mother, therefore, bears her young 
in some secret hiding place, and keeps 
them hidden until they arc half grown 
and able to defy the cannibalistic4 love of 
their sire. The female mink overcises 
the same instinct with her progeny, for 
the father of them, ns fond as he i>. of 
trout and other fi&h, will leave his fishing 
any time to dine on his interesting little 
family."—New Yoik Times.

Monntalns Mtule of Skeleton-*. 


Many of the most imposing mountain 


pauses of the globe are largely made up 
of limestones composed almost entirely 
Of. the hard parts of animals which once 
Hved in the sea, the most important of 
these rock building forms being of a very 
small size. The solid earth is, iu fact, 
a colossal graveyard, and many of its 
most imposing elevations are stupendous 
tombstones. 


The chalk making up the white cliffs 


toP.vhich England owes her name

Albion (Lntin, albus, white) is chietlj 
composed of microscopic shells closely re- 
sembling those now found at the bottom 
of the sea. Hills and mountain ranges 
largely made of this chalk extend from 
!BrMiin and France round the shores «f 
the Mediterranean and away into Asia, 
and are largely represented in other prirt,s 
of the world. Even more remarkable is 
the limestone of which the pyramids nix- 
built. 


This is chiefly made up of coin shaped 


sheila (mummulites), partly responsible. 
no' doubt, for eastern legends of magic 
money. The limestone containing them 
attains a thickness of several thousand 
feet and is the" material of which ninny 
mountain ranges are largely built. Bo- 
ginning on the west, we have the Pyre- 
nees and Alps, followed by the Carpa- 
thians, Caucasus, mountains of Asia 
Minor, North Africa and Baluchistan 
and, lastly, the Suleiman mountains. 
Himalayas and ranges in China and

marquis was the only one of the guests 
who had not taken any part in the 
chase, for lie never hunted. 


All through that long repast wo had 


talked about hardly anything but the 
slaughter of animals. The ladies them- 
selves were interested in tales sangui- 
nary and often unlikely, and the ora- 
tors imitated the attacks and the com- 
bats of men against beasts, raised 
their arms and romanced in a thunder- 
ing voice. 


M. d'Arville talked well, with a cer- 


tain poetry of style somewhat high 
sounding, but full of effect, lie must 
have repented this story often, for he 
told it fluently, not hesitating on words, 
choosing them with skill to produce a 
picture: 


Gcntlerne_n, I have never hunted; nei-

Fever generally, physicians say, is a 


condition in which are present the phe- 
nomena of a rise of tomporature, an ac- 
celerated circulation and marked tissue 
danger. As to the primary cause there 
are several theories. One is that it is a 
disorder of the sympathetic nerve sys- 
tem or a derangement of the nerve cen- 
ters in the brain which govern the 
processes of heat production, circulation 
and other functions of the body. Fe\i-r 
is generated fay chemical changes, prin- 
cipally a process of oxidation or a burn- 
ing np of the tissues of the body. A 
quickened circulation is the rule in all 
fevers, and this maintains a ratio of in- 
crease • with the rise in temperature, 
every additional degree of heat being 
marked by an increase of eight or ten 
pulse beats a minute.—New York Post.

Chief Constructor Bowles Will Recom- 


mend Six Sailing Vessels. 


Rear Admiral Bowie's, chief con- 


structor of the navy, will" make a very 
Important 
recommendation 
in 
his 


annual report, soon to be presented to 
Secretary Long. The recommendation 
relates to the subject which has been 
so much discussed recently, of the 
training of the men entering the naval 
service, and calls for the construction 
of six large sailing ships. Admiral 
Bowles is a strong advocate of the 
idea that enlisted men of the navy 
should receive thorough training in 
seamanship aboard sailing vessels. He 
explains in the report the advantage 
to be derived from this training by 
giving the 
bluejacket a thorough 


knowledge of sea work It 
is ar- 


gued that in no other way can he 
acquire properly a knowledge of the 
winds and currents. 


One feature of the report will be the 


absence of any discussion of plans for 
the new battleships and cruisers. The 
chief constructor's views on this sub- 
ject have been laid before the con- 
struction board and form a part of the 
board's work. It is known, however, 
that /Hear Admiral Bowles 
is an 


opponent of the superimposed turret 
and is one of tho signers of the ma- 
jority report opposing the double tur- 
iet. Hear Admiral Bradford, whose 
minority report has already been pub- 
lished, is receiving strong support by 
officers of the navy who were called 
upon hy the secretary of Oie navy to 
express to the navy department their 
views on the subject. Out of nearly 
sixty roports received, thirty-three 
are in favor of the double turret, and 
this number includes all of tho officers 
on duty at the naval war college and 
at the Washington navy yard.

Pickles of vinegar will not keep in a 


jar that has ever had any kind of grease 
kt-pt iu it. 


Lamp chimneys may be quickly clean- 


ed by rubbing them with a clean soft 
cloth and polibhing^with a piece of news- 
paper. 


Clam shells are more convenient for 


scraping pots and kettles than a knifo, 
rcquirim.; less time to remove the burned 
surfaces.

"Faces present many interesting stud- 


ies," said an observant citizen who had 
just scanned one of. the comic papers, 
"and I have been conducting a quiet lit- 
tle autographic study with the human 
face as the basis. I have cotne to the 
conclusion that the American face is not 
distinctive in any seuso of the word, or, 
if it has any distinctive feature, it is in 
the fact that there is no strong charac- 
teristic that would differentiate it from 
other faces of superior races. There is 
nothing that will call it up in the mind 
from tho world's group o£ Caucasian 
faces. Yet this is not true of other white 
skinned races. 
The English face, thu 


Jew fnce, the Irish face, the Italian face, i 
the Chinese face, the Japanese face, the 
French face, the Indian face and even 
the negro face, all these have something 
about them which will call up a definite 
picture in one's mind. 


"Tho English face is a trifle dim iu the 


mind's eye, and yet one may think of tho 
high forehead and the bitch cheek bones. 
Tho French face is distinctive. The Ital- 
ian face, while not strongly portrayed in 
the mind's picture, is yet definite enough. 
The Jew face is easily differentiated, nud 
one may say the sanie of the Irish face. 
Memory may slightly mix for tho mo- 
ment the Chinese and tho Japanese face, 
but still the line of difference is clearly 
marked. There is Lo, the poor Indian, 
whoso face one may never forget. The; 
nwo fuce is thoroughly distinctive. 


"But what shall one say of the Amer- 


ican face? Take this comic paper 1 IUIVP 
been spanning. And,' by tho way, there 
is one curious tiling about tho faces 
which out: limy find ia comic papers, a 
thitiR which one may call n polite slan- 
der in caricaturing. The Jew face, thu 
Irish face and the African face arc the 
favorites with the nioti who grind out 
the alleged comical pictorials. They al- 
ways make a clownish money crabber of 
the Jew, a representation as unjust as 
the old stage portrayal of Shyloek or the 
Jew of Malta with his cap. his red friuce 
oC whiskers, his wig and his criiiKiiiK 
mien, They were equally unjust to Put, 
for Erin's sou is nearly always a ditcher, 
with his pick, his pipe and his overalls, 
flnd the only justice they do him is in 
preserving his inimitable wit. They fifi! 
to do even so much for the Jew. In buth 
cases the pictures show si^ns of having 
been iiiado with the meat ax on the 
butcher's block, for they preserve noth- 
ing but the p-otesquo abnormalities of 
the two races. And tho ncuro—well, he 
i.s always hanjiiiii; around the hen roost.
